Proposed amendments for the outmoded S.J].C. constitu-

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It seems quite certain that the 
constitution of the Associated 
Students of S.J.C. is due fora 
face lifting in the near future. 
There are. several parts of the 
constitution in bad need of re- 
pair and we are glad to see steps 
being taken to correct them. 

The initial moves, such as pro- 
posal and petitioning, have been 
miade by the commission but the 
last word in the matter will be 
voiced by the student body it- 
self. 

To quote our present constitu- 
tion: 

“All amendments to this consti- 
tution shall require®a two-thirds 
positive vote of the total num- 
ber of votes cast by the. Associ- 
ated Students.” 

Even before voting on the pro- 
posed amendments the students 
come into the picture as a peti- 
tion bearing the signatures of 15 
per cent of the student body 
must be submitted to permit the 


lot. 

We are not familiar with all 
the proposed amendments at this 
time ds the commission was still 
busily at work on the changes 
when our press time rolled 
around, but we’d like to propose 
one change that we're all for. 

The proposed amendment would 
change the term of office for 
elected student body officers 
from one year to one semester. 

We’ve heard numerous’ argu- 
ments for and against an amend- 
ment of this nature but it is our 
belief that the affirmative argu- 
ments are by far the more im- 
pressive. 

Those taking the negative side 
on this issue point out the fact 
that one semester is hardly suf- 
ficient for the newly elected of- 
ficers to get organized and really 
get rolling. We can see a certain 
amount of truth in this but on 
the other hand... 

As the school is operated on a 
two-semester basis and nearly all 
activities follow this pattern, it 
seems only natural that our stu- 
dent body officers should be 
elected for a ‘single semester. 

Those favoring the one semes- 
ter term of office emphasize the 
increased number of students 
who would receive the opportu-

Commissioners 
Work Overtime 
On Election 


Members of the student body 
commission have been burning 
the. midnight oil during the past 
week in an effort to hurry along 
the coming constitutional elec- 
tion in addition to handling the 
other. student body business on 
hand. 

In addition to’ their regular 
Tuesday meetings, the commis- 
sioners held two special sessions 
in’ which they prepared the 
amendments that will appear on 
the ballot in an election which 
will be held on Wednesday, April 
14, 

The student union continues to 
maintain its place in the affairs 
of the student body and held the 
spotlight in this Tuesday’s meet- 
ing of the commission. 

Dick Rohrbacher and Jerry 
Parker presented the commission 
with a plan to raise funds for 
the much-sought student union. 
The plan calls for the sale of 
United States Savings Bonds by 
members of the student body. 

For example, a student would 
sell a $25 bond to the purchaser 
for the maturity value, $25. The 
bond will cost the school. only 
$18.75 thus resulting in a $6.25 
profit for the student union. In 
other words, the school will be 
selling $18.75 bonds for $25. 

The plan was approved: by the 
student union committee in a 
special meeting.

Introduced 
To Trustees 


Commissioners unanimously rec- 
ommended last week that they 
would like to have the name 
Salinas Junior College changed 
to. Hartnell College. 

Salinas Junior College students 
comé from such‘a large area and 
less than half of the students 
come from Salinas, the name of 
Salinas Junior College bears the 
connotation of limiting the col- 
lege to residents of Salinas, the 
commissioners said in a letter 
to the Board of Trustees. : 

The name Hartnell has for over 
a century been linked with edu- 
cation in this area, therefore, it 
does not apply to any one city 
but to the area as a whole. 

By changing the name to Hart- 
nell College it would give the 
students and patrons who reside 
outside of Salinas a feeling of 
closer association with the. col- 
lege. 

These thoughts have been sent 
to the Board of Trustees of the 
Salinas Union High School. Dis- 
trict and the reply was that 
March 31 was a special meeting 
and that it would be voted upon 
on April 14 af the regular meet- 
ing of the board.

Robbery 
On Campus 


Tragedy leered its ugly head 
and cast a shadow of gloom over 
the usually gay campus of Sali- 
nas Junior College last Monday 
when the students heard the star- 
tling news of the underhanded 
theft of the Student Union. Im- 
mediately the quick- thinking 
Rally Committee took charge of 
the situation and set to work to 
bring the guilty culprits to jus- 
tice and to return the union. 

Frank Oliver, Dick Rohrbacher 
and Jerry Parker dashed to the 
local police department where 
they filed a formal complaint. 
After being assured of full co- 
operation from the police in the 
search, they moved on downtown 
to order reward posters. 

The Salinas Californian was 
the next stop for these three am- 
ateur detectives where they 
sobbed out the dreadful details 
to reporter Jack Holloman who 
promised a story in the paper 
that. would awaken the citizens 
of the city to the serious crime 
and alert them for any sign of 
the structure. 

The sheriff's office was al- 
ready on the job when visited 
by the school representatives and 
at their suggestion, Sheriff Jack 
McCoy deputized them to assist 
in the investigation. He prom- 
ised to throw the entire resources 
of his office into restoring the 
union. E 

Wednesday ‘morning, 22 more 
students entered into the search 
by hiking to the sheriff's office 
and being deputized. Their first 
assignment was to distribute the 
reward posters under the direc- 
tion of Deputy Oliver. In the aft- 
ernoon, a_ fearless seven-man 
posse swarmed over Monterey 
College, having been tipped off 
that. the students there might 
have been responsible for the rob- 
bery. Feeling very chagrined be- 
cause of their mistaken accusa- 
tions, the posse left after enlist- 
ing the aid of the principal of 
the school and depositing reward 
posters on every object that came 
into their view. 

Station KDON co-operated by 
not only flashing the story over 
the air on the 4 p.m. news but 
also interviewing Harry Lee, 
Dick Rohrbacher, and Jerry Par- 
ker. 

With the distribution of post- 
ers and the unselfish devotion of 
the deputies to the cause, the stu- 
dent body feels sure that it is 
only a matter of time until the 
student union is returned. If
